2. In the Central Civil Services (Conduct) Rules, 
1964, after rule 3B, the following rule shall be 
inserted, namely :— 

“3C—Prohibition of sexual harassment of 
working women— 


(1) No Government servant shall indulge 
in any act of sexual harassment of 
any woman at her work place. 

(2) Every Government servant who is 
incharge of a work place shall take 
appropriate steps to prevent sexual 
harassment to any woman at such work 
place. 

Explanation :—For the purpose of this rule, “sexual 
harassment” includes such unwelcome 
sexually determined behaviour, whether 
directly or otherwise, as— 

(a) physical contact and advances; 

(b) demand or request lor sexual favours; 

(c) sexually coloured remarks: 

(d) showing any pornography; or 

(e) any other unwelcome physical, verbal or 
non-verbal conduct of a sexual nature”.

6. Power to relax.—Where the Central Govern¬ 
ment is of the opinion that it is necessary or expe¬ 
dient so to do, it may, by order for reasons to be 
recorded in writing and in consultation with Union 
Public Servce Commission, relax any of the provi¬ 
sions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

7. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall a act
